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HE  Century  of  Progress  is  intimate- 
ly similar  to  the  progress  of  St.  Pro- 

,    copius  College    since  its    institution 

by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Nepomucene  Jat&er,  O.  S.  B.- 
in  the  year  1890.  Although  a  hundred  years 
have  not  yet  elapsed  since  the  foundation  of 
this  noteworthy  college  for  Catholic  youth 
of  Czjch  and  Slovak  lineage,  it  has  enjjyed 
tremendous  progress. 

On  July  2,  1900,  the  cornerstone  of  the 
first  unit  of  the  College  was  laid,  and  in  1907 
an  addition  built.  Five  years  later  lack  of 
space  was  a£ain  felt  and  a  lar&e  unit  was 
added.  In  1915  a  lar£e  building  was  added 
as  a  result  of  the  transferring  of  the  St.  Pro- 
copius  Abbey  from  Chicago  to  Lisle.  Fi- 
nally, in  1925  a  lar&e  gymnasium  was  con- 
structed together  with  a  new  power  plant 
to  complete  twenty-five  years  of  progress. 
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St.  Procopius  College 
and  the  Century  of  Progress 


Keeping  in  step  with  the  rest 
of  the  world  in  this  Century  of 
Progress,  we  find  St.  Procopius 
College  forging  ahead  to  new 
standards  of  excellence  in  the 
field  of  education.  Our  Alma 
Mater  is  now  in  its  forty-third 
year,  and  is  always  aiming,  at 
new  and  higher  attainments. 

The  College  was  founded  in 
the  year  1890  in  Chicago  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Nepomucene  Jaeger,  O. 
S.  B.,  Abbot  of  St.  Procopius  Ab- 
bey of  Chicago.  By  an  act  of  the 
State  Legislature,  April  18,  1890, 
the  College  was  incorporated  and 
empowered  to  confer  the  usual 
decrees.  To  use  the  wording,  of 
the  charter,  the  corporation  -was 
formed  "to  educate  young  men 
in  all  branches,  which  are  taught 
in  Universities,  High  Schools  and 
Business  Colleges  and  to  enjoy 
all  rights  and  privileges  as  other 
Institutions  of  that  kind  enjoy." 

St.  Procopius  College  'was  first 
opened  in  Chicago,  at  18th  and 
Allport  Steets,  'where  for  several 
years  the  college  served  merely 
as  a  day  school.  In  accordance, 
however,  with  the  time-honored 
tradition  of  the    Benedictine   Or- 


der, the  Chapter  soon  decided  to 
transfer  the  intitution  from  the 
city  to  more  congenial  atmos- 
phere of  the  country  'where  the 
students  could  devote  themselves 
with  less  distraction  to  their  stu- 
dies and  other  academic  duties. 
As  a  result,  a  careful  study  was 
made  of  the  country  around  Chi- 
cago, and  the  present  location  in 
the  Fox  River  Valley  and  the 
Lake  Region  was  purchased. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  first 
unit  of  the  college  in  its  new  lo- 
cation was  laid  July  2,  1900,  by 
Bishop  Leo  Haid,  O.  S.  B.,  D.D., 
of  Belmont  Abbey,  North  Caro- 
lina. In  September  1901,  the  new 
building  was  dedicated  by  the 
Rt.  R?v.  P^ter  Muldoon,  the  au- 
xiliary bishop  of  Chicago.  In 
1907  and  again  in  1912,  additions 
■were  built,  thereby  doubling,  the 
facilities  of  the  institution.  The 
transference  of  the  St.  Procopius 
Abbey  in  1914  from  Chicago  to 
the  college  campus  at  Lisle,  to- 
gether with  increased  registra- 
tion, m  ide  necessary  the  erection 
of  a  large  building,  in  1915.  A 
gymnasium  and  a  new  power 
plant  were  added  in  1925.

The  library  staff  now  numbers 
twelve  members,  who  are  assis- 
tants to  the  librarian  pro  tem- 
pore, Fr.

The  Debate  Club 


F.  Emilian  Shonka,  O.  S.  B. 
who  founded  the  first  forensic  so- 
ciety at  St.  Pro;opius  College  in 
the  year  1924  again  had  debating 
in  charge.  This  ye  ax's  debaters 
faced  one  of  the  most  difficult 
schedules  ever  presented  to  any 
forensic  club  at  this  institution, 
having,  inter-scholastic  debates 
•with  five  Junior  eolleg?  debating 
teams  in  one  month.  November, 
the  regular  debate  season,  found 
Lisle's  affirmative  and  negative 
teams  having  dual  word-battles 
with  Morton,  North  Park,  Lyons, 


Thornton,  and  Joliet  debating 
teams.  The  question  in  all  these 
formal  arguments 'was:  Resolved, 
that  all  hydro-electric  power  in 
the  United  States  be  owned  and 
operated  by  the  government. 

The  local  affirmative  team 
failed  to  'win  any  of  the  debates, 
but  the  negative  scored  brilliant 
victories  over  the  Lyons  and 
Joliet  affirmative  speakers.  The 
victory  over  Joliet  ■was  notable 
as  up  to  that  time  Joliet's  team 
had  not  dropped  a  decision. 
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The  Debate  Club  with  F.  Emi- 
lian,  O.  S.  B.,  debate  coach,  has 
had  an  eventful  season.  Although 
only  two  victories  were  scored, 
much  had  been  accomplished  in 
the  art  of  debating. 

The  competing  teams  were 
both  the  affirmative  and  the  neg- 
ative teams  of  Morton,  North 
Park,  Lyons,  Thornton,  and  Jo- 
liet.  In  contest  'with  the  Lyons 
and  the  Joliet  affirmative  teams 
the  St.  Procopius  College  nega- 
tive team  was  victorious. 

That  a  progress  was  made  in 
debating,,  through  the  course  of 
the  season,  "was  evident  close  to 
the  end  of  the  season  when  t lie 
undefeated  Joliet  College  affirma- 
tive team,  afterwards  contesting, 
in  the  final  debate,    was  defeated 


by  the  negative  team  of  the  local 
college. 

In  the  beginning,  of  the  debate 
season  "Round  Table"  meetings 
were  held  with  Professor  Oliver 
of  North  Central  College  and 
Father  Vincent,  professor  of  Am- 
erican Government  at  St.  Proco- 
pius College,  lecturing. 

For  most  of  the  home  debatts 
professors  from  the  Ni  rthwest- 
ern  University  were  judg,es.  Be- 
cause of  their  high  position  on 
the  university  staff  and  because 
of  their  authority  on  debate, 
their  criticism  was  the  more  val- 
uable. 

The  climax  of  the  season's  e- 
vents  was  the  attendance,  of  the 
local  debators  at  the  Wisconsin- 
Northwestern  University  debate 
held  at  Northwestern  University.

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Sebastian 


'Sebastian',  a  four  act  drama, 
written  by  T.  D.  McGee,  was 
chosen  by  the  college  dramatic 
club,  under  the  direction  of  Fr. 
Aloysius  Dlouhy,  O  S.  B.,  for  the 
first  theatrical  offering,  this  year. 
All  the  roles  were  capably  enact- 
ed considering,  the  obstacles  each 
individual  part  presented.  The 
play  was  inspirational,  having,  for 
its  theme  the  martyrdom  of  the 
e  irly  Christians  during,  the  perse- 
cutions under  Maximian. 

Pancratius,  a  Christian  youth, 
recently  graduated  from  school, 
is  inspired  devotion-ally  toward 
his  Maker  and  is  ready  to  man- 
ifest his  faith  'when  the  occasion 
presents  itself.  He  is  in  high  dis- 
favor with  Corvinus,  the  son  of 
the  Prefect  of  Rome,  who  is  an 
avowed  pagan  and  enemy  of  the 
Christians.  On  the  other  hand, 
Pancratius  has  found  a  great 
friendship  in  two  other  Chris- 
tians, one  of  them  a  captain  of  the 
Praetorian  guard,  named  Sebas- 
tian. The  other  is  Quadratus,  who 
along  with  Sebastian  is  an  unsus- 
pected Christian  member  of  the 
Roman  soldiery.  This  religious 
trio  move  through  the  story,  ex- 
ulting in  their  faith  in  spite  of  all 
the  pagan  practices  about  them. 

The  emperor  publishes  an  edict 
in  the  forum  proclaiming  that  all 


Christian  property  be  confiscated 
and  that  the  sect  be  annihilated. 
Pancratius,  enraged  by  the  blas- 
phemy defies  the  order  of  Maxi- 
mian and  tears  down  the  edict 
from  its  place  in  the  public  way. 
His  enemy,  Corvinus,  thoroughly 
convinced  that  the  Christian  youth 
committed  the  outrage  against  the 
Roman  ruler,  visions  an  opportu- 
nity to  enjoy  royal  favor  by  dis- 
closing the  offender. 

Corvinus  takes  action  immedi- 
ately, and  Pancratius  is  appre- 
hended and  cast  in  the  Mamer- 
time  prison,  awaiting  the  death 
penalty—  to  be  devoured  by  beasts 
in  the  Coliseum.  Sebastian  visits 
the  youth  in  his  crucial  time  and 
comforts  him  assuring  him  that 
they  will  not   long  be    separated. 

Soon  after  Pancratius'  heroic 
martyrdom,  Maximian,  'who  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  lenient  per- 
secution of  the  faithful  as  carried 
on  by  his  subjects  summons  his 
court.  Here,  Fulvius  betrays  Se- 
bastian's religion.  The  emperor 
is  dumbfounded  and  then  infuriat- 
ed when  Sebastian  boldly  admits 
his  religious  affiliation.  The  cap- 
tain of  the  Praetorian  guard  is  in- 
carcerated and  sentenced  to  death 
at  the  hands  of  Maximian's  select 
bow-men.  This  failing,  Sebastian 
suffers  martyrdom  by  clubbing.

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The  St.  Procopius  versatile  and 
eng,ag,ing,  company  of  Thespians 
put  on  the  second  dramatic  en- 
g,ag,ement  of  the  school  year  in 
the  college  gymnasium  just  before 
the  Lenten  season,  this  time  pre- 
senting "The  M.m  in  the  Shad- 
ow" by  Lindsey  Barbee.  It  'was 
the  second  major  performance 
under  the  direction  of  Fr.  Al- 
oysius  Dlouhy,  O.  S.  B.,  and  was 
a  decisive  hit. 

A  gifted  troupe  of  seven  actors 
interpreted  this  character  and 
mystery  play  of  Mr.  Barbee's 
■with  dramatic  skill  and  charm, 
worthy  representatives  of  the 
College  Dramatic  Club.  The  in- 
terpretation of  the  Procopian 
company  was  liesurely  with  well- 
mannered  dialogue  and  charac  - 
teristic  alertness  in  timing  a  line 
to  its  cue.  The  dialogue  'was  sup- 
plemented by  rapid  fire  acting 
and  characterization.  Clever 
staging,  contributed  further  to  the 
play's  pleasurableness. 

"The  Man  in  the  Shodow"  is  a 
mystery  play  in  three  acts.  The 
first  reveals  that  Van  Bennet  had 
supposedly  commited  suicide  two 
years  ag,o  while  on  a  yachting 
party  with  three  of  his  intimate 
friends.  He  had  leaped  over- 
board after  leaving,  his  friends, 
Bertram  Blair,  a  chemist,  Gordon 
Gaylord,  a  lawyer,  and  Lionel 
Wallace,  novelist.  So  much  for 
that  unfortunate  event  of  the 
past.  Ralph  Bennet,  Van's  elder 
brother,  still  living,  in   the    house 


where  his  brother  had  once  been, 
had  invited  the  three  friends  of 
Van's  'who  had  been  so  near  to 
him  at  the  time  of  his  death  to 
be  his  Quests  for  one  evening,. 
Ralph  has  in  mind  to  subject  his 
three  g,uests  to  a  psychological 
third  deg,ree  test,  and  thus  to 
convert  his  suspicions  that  Van 
■was  possibly  murdered  by  one 
of  these  elite. 

The  second  and  third  parts  of 
the  presentation  g,ives  an  audi- 
ence an  intimate  g,limpse  into  the 
procedure  of  this  conscience  test, 
which  is  brought  about  through 
the  means  of  bringing,  Van's 
voice  over  the  radio  and  display- 
ing, his  portrait  in  a  conspicuous 
place  before  the  g,aze  of  the  trio. 
The  gnawing,  cell  of  g,uilt  germi- 
nates in  the  conscience  of  the  no- 
velist, Lionel  Wallace,  who  had 
attempted  to  murder  Van  so  as  to 
appropriate  his  plot  of  a  novel, 
and  he  finally  confesses  that  he 
had  hurled  Van  overboard.  The 
story  is  brought  to  a  pleasing  con- 
clusion when  Van  himself  ap- 
pears on  the  scene,  having,  been 
rescued  by  a  ship  bound  for  for- 
eign ports. 

This  was  a  play  of  noble  mo- 
tives and  hig,h  purpose,  showing, 
that  it  is  impossible  to  escape  from 
one's  conscience.  It  pointed  out 
what  conscience  and  remorse  can 
do  to  an  otherwise  normal  man, 
and  served  a  moral  worth  re- 
membering,.

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Season's  Review 


Twenty-six  candidates,  among 
them  ten  vets  of  the  last  year, 
reported  to  Coach  Jack  Meluch 
for  the  initial  football  workout 
of  the  year  on  September  10. 
With  a  little  more  than  a  week 
of  light  practice  sessions  under 
their  belts,  Meluch's  'warriors 
packed  their  war  togs  and  en- 
gaged a  strong,  North  Central  Col- 
lege team  in  a  practice  scrimmage 
game  in  preparation  for  the 
conference  campaign.  TheNaper- 
ville  collegians  of  the  Little  19 
managed  to  push  over  one  touch- 
down, and  won  the  game,    6-0. 

On  October  8,  the  Cardinals 
blasted  open  the  1932  Northern 
Illinois  Junior  College  Confer- 
ence season  at  Morton  College. 
A  few  bad  breaks  and  penalties 
forced  the  local  contingent  to 
play  a  strictly  defensive  game  in 
the  first  half,  the  Mortonites  be- 
ing halted  on  the  three  yard 
marker  on  one  occasion.  With 
the  beginning  of  the  second  half 
however,  the  Cards  opened  up  a 
driving  offensive  attack,  but  time 
and  again,  queer  penalties  set 
them  back  from  the  Panther 
goal,  and  Meluch's  proteges  had 
to  leave  the  field  with  the  satis- 
faction of  having  outplayed  the 
Ciceronians.  The  final  score  was 
0-0,  but  the  Red  and  White  had 
a  wide  edge  in  the  statistic  de- 
partment, having  chalked  up  nine 
first    downs   and   having  gained 


185  yards,  while  the  home  team 
harvested  three  first  downs  and 
133  yards. 

The  following  Saturday  after- 
noon found  the  varsity  aggrega- 
tion engaging  the  classy  Lake 
Forest  Academy  eleven  which 
had  beaten  teams  like  Notre 
Dame  B,  Crane,  Morgan  Park 
Military,  and  Morton.  The  Cards 
managed  to  hold  the  North  Shore 
team  to  a  14-0  score  at  halftime, 
but  they  weakened  badly  in  the 
second  portion  of  the  battle,  and 
Lake  Forest  came  out  on  top, 
33-0. 

Tne  next  day  a  team  made  up 
mostly  of  reserves  took  on  a  team 
of  former  Naperville  high  school 
players,  and  worked  out  a  20-6 
victory  at  their  expense.  Touch- 
downs by  quarter-back  Maruskin, 
and  Mondek,  along  with  two 
booted  extra  points  on  the  part 
of  Hletko,  gave  the  Lisleites  a 
14-0  lead  at  the  half,  and  another 
touchdown  by  Slivka  in  the  third 
quarter,  salted  away  the   decision. 

October  22,  marked  homecom- 
ing day,  and  Captain  Krak  and 
his  associates  decided  to  celebrate 
tne  affair  in  their  own  playful 
manner  when  they  ran  all  over  a 
hapless  Chicago  Normal  team 
in  a  conference  game,  22-0.  It 
was  just  a  case  of  too  much 
teamwork  on  the  part  of  the  local 
prides  as  they  rolled  on  and    on. 
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Captain  Krak  chalked  up  three 
touchdowns  and  Hletko  booted 
two  extra  points.  The  remaining, 
two  points  came  by  a  Normal 
safety. 

The  following,  week  end  the 
Cards  again  took  the  Naperville 
all-stars  into  camp,  6-0,  by  virtue 
of  a  first  period  touchdown  by 
Hletko  on  a  twenty  yard  pass 
from  Maruskin. 

November  5,  was  the  day  of 
the  championship  battle  at  Con- 
cordia at  River  Forest.

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Season's  Review 


Ineligibility  rules,  bug  bear  of 
many  a  coach,  played  havoc  with 
Lisle's  basketball  chances.  Two 
men,  Hletko  and  Filak,  members 
of  last  year's  team  attended 
school  here,  but  according  to  pre- 
vailing, conference  rules,  'were 
unable  to  appear  in  conference 
games,  having,  already  played 
two  years.  Shallack,  another  pos- 
sibility also  was  ineligible,  so 
that  captain  Durkac  was  the  only 
veteran  of  last  year's  five.  The 
result  of  all  seemed  to  display  it- 
self in  the  final  standings  in 
which  the  locals  were  lodged  in 
last  place  with  no  victories  and 
twelve  defeats.  One  thing,  how- 
ever, must  be  said  in  favor  of 
Coach  Meluch  and  his  boys  -- 
they  gave  the  bast  they  had! 

The  Procopians  opened  the 
conference  season  at  Chicago 
Normal  on  December  7  with  a 
35-17  loss.  Meluch's  proteges  held 
their  own  in  the  first  half,  but 
the  Chicagoans,  led  by  Pelc  and 
Gratch,  spurted  far  ahead  after 
the  intermission  and  never  -were 
headed.  Stefka  with  four  markers 
and  Durkac  with  eight  markers 
stood  cut  for  the  locals. 

Sunday,  Dec.  10,  saw  the  Cards 
engaging  in  a  practice  game  with 
the  Holy  Trinity  five  of  Gary, 
Indiana,  led  by  alumnus  Leo 
Gayda,  ex  all-conference  guard. 
Coming  back  'with  a    rush    early 


in  the  second  half  after  trailing 
11-10  at  halftime,  Lisle  forged  in- 
to a  lead  and  stayed  there  to  the 
end,  despite  a  late  rally  by  the 
Hoosiers  which  fell  short.  The 
score  'was  2b-21. 

Wednesday,  Dec.  14,  ushered 
in  another  conference  defeat,  this 
time  at  the  hands  of  Concordia. 
The  final  tabulation  read:  Con- 
cordia 44;  Lisle  32.  The  Red  and 
White  started  out  fast  with  a  10- 
2  lead  but  weakened  badly,  and 
permitted  the  Tutors  to  pull  out 
ahead  into  a  juicy  lead.  Love- 
camp  and  Gersmehl  'with  twelve 
and  fourteen  points  respectively, 
led  the  Concordians,  while  Dur- 
kac 'with  eleven  and  Krak  and 
Lopota  with  nine  each,  showed 
up  well  for  the  Cardinals. 

Our  varsity  cagers  traveled  to 
LaGrange  on  Dec  17,  to  imbibe 
a  stinging,  38-2fo  beating  at  the 
hands  of  a  smooth  working,  high- 
g,eared  Lyons  College  aggrega- 
tion. Captain  Durkac  shone  with 
ten  markers  in  Lisle's  third  con- 
secutive N.  I.  J.  C.  C.  setback. 

Chicago  Tech  came  here  on 
Dec.  20  and  fell  victin  to  the 
attack  of  the  rejuvenated  Me- 
luchmen,  24-19.  The  g,ame  being 
of  the  non-conference  variety, 
saw  Hletko,  Filak,  and  Shallack 
making  an  appearance  in  the 
battle. 

Lisle's  varsity  dropped  another 
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conference  game  when  they  fell 
before  a  fast  and  rugged  Johet 
College  team,  59-19  at  the  Prison 
City  on  January  6.  Thorn,  Bol- 
ton, and  Hoffer  led  the  Willsmen 
into  a  29-5  lead  at  the  intermis- 
sion, and  continued  to  pile  up  the 
score  in  the  second  period  with 
a  merciless  attack  on  the  basket. 
Bolton  and  Thorn  with  25  points 
between  them,  were  the  big,  guns 
of  the  evening. 

Captain  Durkac  et  al  traveled 
to  Harvey,  111.  on  January  12, 
and  after  two  twenty  minute  pe- 
riods of  play  had  elapsed,  the 
fifth  consecutive  loss  of  the  sea- 
son was  recorded  against  Meluch's 
lads,  as  the  Thorntonnites  pro- 
ceeded during,  the  mentioned  time 
to  pile  up  an  overwhelming,  59-19 
score.  Mike  Krak  had  a  fine 
night  of  it,  chalking,  up  eleven  of 
the  markers  to  his  credit. 

Friday  nig,ht,  January  13, 
brought  more  gloom  to  Lisle  bas- 
ketball circles  in  the  shape  of  a 
blistering,  56-20  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  the  Morton  team.  Led 
by  the  brilliant  and  elusive  little 
captain  Prochaska,  the  Cicero  re- 
presentation had  no  trouble  in 
gaining,  a  25-9  advantage  in  the 
first  period.  It  'was  very  much 
the  same  in  the  second.  Prochas- 
ka, Vitiska,  and  Linduska,  accu- 
mulated 47  of  the  points  for  the 
Panthers,  while  Lopota  showed 
fine  form  for  us  with  three  buc- 
kets and  four  gratis  tosses. 


Lisle's  cardinals  were  pushed 
deeper  into  the  cellar  of  the  N.  I. 
J.  C.  C.  when  they  dropped  a 
38-21  verdict  to  Lyons  on  our 
floor  in  a  slow  and  roug,hly  con- 
tested skirmish.  Besides  being, 
both  far  off  stride,  both  quintets 
resorted  to  rough  tactics,  and  as 
few  fouls  were  called  by  the  offi- 
cials, the  g,ame  took  on  a  real 
football  aspect.  Bales  copped 
high  scoring,  honors  for  the  visi- 
tors, while  Durkac  and  Krak  took 
similiar  honors  for  the  Procopian 
outfit. 

February  1  saw  Lisle's  Red  and 
White  clad  basket  hounds  trip- 
ping Chicago  Tech  at  the  De  La 
Salle  gymnasium  in  Chicago. 
Hletko's  nine  point  spurt  in  the 
second  half  along,  with  six  free 
throws  by  Durkac,  Lisle's  all-con- 
ference g,uard,  helped  the  Meluch- 
men  overcome  an  18-15  Tech  ad- 
vantage, and  insured  the  Cards  a 
34-21  victory  at  the  expense  of 
the  Windy  City  crew. 

Before  a  large  cheering  crowd 
of  Concordia  rooters,  Concordia's 
snappy  basketball  quintet  scored 
its  second  conference  victory  of 
the  season  over  our  varsity  squad 
when  they  managed  to  put  on  a 
terrific  spurt  late  in  the  game  to 
overpower  the  Cardinal  machine 
53-28.  Durkac  proved  himself  to 
be  real  all-conferenee  timber  when 
he  sneaked  around  the  Teachers' 
guards  for  17  points.  Stefka  also 
played  a  good  g,ame  for  the  locals 
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along  with  Krak.  Lovecamp  and 
Hutfilz  were  the  whole  show  for 
the  opposition  with  32  points  be- 
tween them,  a  fair  night's  work 
for  any  pair! 

Joliet  Jr.  College  displayed  its 
superiority  on  the  basketball  floor 
for  the  seccnd  time  during  the 
season  'when  they  humbled  our 
boys, 44-15  on  our  floor  six  nights 
later.  Inability  to  halt  Captain 
Olson  cost  our  representatives  the 
decision.  "Ollie"  kept  the  score- 
keepers  busy  'with  his  fourteen 
points.  Stefka  and  Erdelyi  played 
a  bang-up  game  for  the  Lislelites 
on  the  defense. 

One  week  lattr  the  Thornton 
team  managed  to  eke  out  a  close 
36-28  conference 'win  here.  It  was 
the  tenth  straight  loss  inflicted  on 
the  Procopian  quint  Ring  led  the 
Harvey  team  in  the  scoring  co- 
lumn with  six  baskets,  while  Er- 
delyi put  on  a  real  offensive  show 
for  Lisle  fans  with  five  ringers 
from  the  floor  and  one  toss  from 
the  penalty  line  for  eleven  points. 

Chicago's  Branch  11  Catholic 
Slavak  Sokol  championship  ag- 
gregation swooped  down  on  Lisle 
and  molded  out  a  27-18  verdict  at 
the  expense  of  our  varsity  team 
in  a  non-conference  battle  on  Feb. 


20.  The  Chicago  team  utilized  a 
slow  easy,  working  offense  and  a 
vise-like  defense,  which  prevent- 
ed much  scoring  on  the  part  of 
the  locals.  Gelatka,  husky  center, 
and  C.  Nemec,  clever  guard,  ac- 
counted for  17  points.  Slivka  led 
the  local  five  on  the  offense  with 
six  markers.  Zolna  and  Minarcik, 
two  of  our  alumni,  played  with 
the  visiting  team. 

Four  nights  later  the  Cards 
took  on  Chicago  Normal's  bas- 
keteers  on  our  floor,  but  despite 
some  commendable  work  on  the 
part  of  Lopota,  Pelc,  former  all- 
state  man,  was  outstanding  man 
on  the  floor  with  his  seven  field 
goals  and  five  charity  tosses.  The 
final  score  was  52-34. 

On  March  3,  Morton's  confer- 
ence champs  completely  buried 
us  90-23.  There  just  was  no  stop- 
ping the  Panther  that  night! 

Then  followed  the  Illinois  Ju- 
nior College  State  Championship 
Tourney  at  LaGrange.  Illinois 
Military  Academy  eliminated 
Lisle  from  further  play  when 
they  took  a  41-21  fall  out  of  their 
prides.  Joliet  College  eventually 
went  on  to  win  in  the  finals  and 
annex  the  state  title  at  stake.
